A Great Atheletic! 
Meet 


What was undoubtedly the greatest

jnot have a chance to lag. The in- 
| ternational character of the competi- 
tions on account of the presence of 
several members of the famous Irish- 
American Athletic club, of New York, 
lent added interest. 

Longboat made a show of John J. 
Daley, the renowned Irish runner, who | 
was leading Sherring by «a quarter of 
a mile in the Greek Marathon when} 
he sprained his ankle. Daley came 
heralded as a great runner, and he is 
a great runner, but the swarthy Long- 
boat never ran so impressive a race 
as that of Saturday.

after Coley trotted out to the front at 
the mile and a half there, were but few 
of the starters left to fight it out. 
| Coley was first, with Meadows at his 
|heels, closely followed by Tait, Law- 
son, Green, “the Ihdian runner, and 
old Dick Grant. Meadows and Talit 
stuck to the job with grim determina- 
tion not to let Coley get away, while 
Lawson, Green and Grant fell back, 
The latter made his sprint at the end 
of the fourth mile, and when he pass- | 
ed Green the latter elbowed him Qad-} 
ly.

Washington, July 26.— Protests 
from Canada against the working of 
the new American citizenship law 
bring forth statements from offidials 
of the state department that native- 
born Americans are _ not required to 
register with American consuls abroad 
unless they wish to do so voluntar- 
ly. An official of the state depart- 
ment today admitted reluctantly that 
there is nothing which can yompel na- 
tive-borit” Ameri¢ans to register in or- 
der 1o retain their—citizenship while 
living abroad. He said that the new 
law, as far as it applies to the regis- 
tration of native Americans is only a 
regulation, and that it cannot be en- 
forced as a law. That this regulat- 
ion is to determine the emigration 
movement to Canada is denied by the 
department. It is claimed that a bet- 
ter understanding between the United 
States and other countries as to the 
status of non-resident citizens is de- 
sired. The operation of the new 
law is causing some friction, however, 
and a number of difficu,t situations 
have already arisen.

Strength In Vegetable Growth. 
“Strength is not a thing usually ut- | 
tributed to maideuhair fern.” remark- | 
ed a local florist, “and yet if its roots | 
have not sufficient room they will 


break the strongest flowerpots. Blades 
of grass will force the curbstones be+ 
tween which they spring out of place. 
Indeed, the strength of vegetable 
growth is wonderful. ‘The most strik- 
ing example is the island of Aldabra, 
to the northwest of Madagascar. The 
island is becoming smaller and smaller 
through the action of the mangroves 


growing at the foot of the cliffs. The 
roots break off immense pieces of 
stone, which fall into the sea. Into 


the gaps thus formed the waves eat 
their way. In a few years it is likely 
that by the combined action of the 
waters and mangroves the island will 
disappear.”’—Philadelphia Record.

THE FARM WOOD LOT. 


Lumber Sura to Become More Valu. 
able As Time Passes. 

Since wood for every purpose is sure 
t» become more valuable as time pass 
es, it is worth while for the farsighted 
farmer to see to it now that his wood 
lot is so handled as to yield the large: 
possible supply of this slow growing 
crop. 

‘nue following suggestions regard 
ing the management of the farm wood 
lot have been compiled from the pub- 
lications of the experiment stations 
and of the forest service. The farmer 
should aim to maintain and if pos 
sible improve the value of his wood 
lot while using it. Too often it deter- 
iorates under use. If he cuts the best 
trees or those which are easiest to 
work up, he leaves the weed trees, as 
foresters call them—that is, the us»- 
less trees, which crowd out and dis 
place good trees—to reproduce. 

One aim shovld be kent un, and thot 
is to increase the supply of the kinds 
of trees which it pays best to grow 
While a large part of the vroduct of 
the wood lot will generaily be fire- 
wood, ‘it will pay the farmer better to 
grow as large a product, as possibly 
ot railroad ties, telegraph and _ tele- 
phone poles and saw logs. 

A High Quality of Product. 

A high quality of product will de 
pend not only upon the kinds oc trees 
but on the size of the trees. A large 
tree is worth much more nrenortion 
ately than a small tree because «at 
the better quality of its product. 

The farmer shonld alwavs see to it 
that his land is fully stocked. 

Before a Tree Is Cut. 

The farmer should cut his trees +0 
as to benefit the forest. The branchy, 
wide spreading tree, the crooked tree 
or the tree of a kind which is not like- 
lv to prove salable is the best for him 
t» cut when he is getting out his sup: 
ply of firewood. This gives room for 
the better trees near by to grow, as 
well as onening the ground for repro 
duction. Before a tree is cut it should 
be noted what trees will take advant- 
age of the cut. Care should be taken 
in cutting to do as little harm to 
yvonne growth (often regarded as 
brush) as possib!'s.
